Unlike some prior witness-

aren't fooled by this. 


He suggested the manufac- 


turers are wasting a great 
deal of money on inadequate 
advertising that only adds to 
the over-all price the public 
pays for medicines. 


Leake is assistant dean of 


the college of medicine at 
Ohio State university and a 
noted scientist. His statements 
were in testimony prepared 
for the senate anti-trust and 
monopoly s u b c o m mittee's 
hearings on drug prices. 


Not Very Wise 


"It strikes me,'\ he said. 
that the advertisers of drugs 
are not really, very wise. 


"They seem to think that 


physicians are 
simpletons, 


and that t h e y may be per- 
suaded to use new drugs in 
the same way that people gen- 
erally are persuaded to buy 
new clothes and new automo- 
biles." 


He 'said the firms should 


give doctors the full, helpful 
story rather than "flamboy- 
ant, persuasive, exaggerated 
advertisements concealing for 
commercial reasons what is 
really essential for physicians 
to know.' 


He said most doctors sim- 


ply throw away such mater- 
ial. 


Leake said even company 


representatives sent out reg- 
ularly to inform the doctors 
'seldom, give 
.scientific 


background necessary for the 
sensible use of a new drug." 
He said this is all very waste- 
ful."Some reduction in the high 
cost of new drugs could be 
achieved if promotional ef- 
forts were simpler and more 
informative," he said, but em- 
phasized that research ex- 
penses still would make the 
price "unavoidably high."

South although he has maintained a strong

This view will be disputed 


by those who feel that the 
founding fathers set up a sup- 
reme court to decide not what 
the law or the constitution 
ought to be but what it real- 
ly is, based on written acts 
of congress and written pro- 
visions in the constitution.

Will Require Cast 
Iron Soil Pipe 
Only for Sewers 


Neenah — The new propos- 


ed plumbing code for the city 
will be submitted to the coun- 
cil next week for approval, 
Building Inspector Carlton F. 
Williams said today. 


One of the major changes 


in. the. proposed, code is .the 
requirement of using only cast 
iron soil pipe of not less than 
service weight for building 
sewers and drains. No longer 
will vitrified clay or -transits 
pipe be allowed for home and 
other building sewers. 


Ten cities in the state and 


more than 250 in the country 
already have such a "require- 
ment of cast iron ^ipe only 
Such pipe will prevent surface 
water from seeping into the 
sanitary sewers and also will 
prevent root infiltration. 


The new proposed code also 


would .increase the fees for 
fixtures from 25 cents to 75 
cents and the sewer permil 
fee from $1 to $3. 


Williams also said that all 


drain layers have been noti- 
fied that after May-1 only a 
licensed master plumber may 
lay sewers to homes. This is 
the result of. a new state law.

But today's astronomers are pretty confident intelligent

And somebody out there, they think, could be astonish- 


ingly far advanced by having lived and invented for hun- 
dreds, thousands or even a 
billion years longer than 
man has on earth. 
Scientists here just recent- 


ly developed sensitive anten- 
nae and radio 
amplifiers 


which could pick up signals 
beamed our way from planets 
thousands of billions of miles 
away..

But posibly millions of stars 


have favorable-located plan- 
ets, and have shone long 
enough at constant intensity 
to develop intelligent 
life. 


Many of these "could -be in the 
milky way, potentially close 
enough for radio contact de- 
spite the vast reaches of space 
between almost all stars. 


There's little hope of ever 


hearing from planets in oth- 
er galaxies, for the galaxy 
closest to us is 1J million 
light years away. A mes- 
sage would take 1J million 
years to reach us, our re- 
ply another 1J million years 
to speed back.

hope of communicating with 
planets in the milky way, it- 
self so vast it takes light or 
radio waves 100,000 years to 
cross its expanse. But many 
stars are relatively nearby.

This all involves a theory 


hat stars are continually be- 
ng born and continually dy- 
ng over cosmic time, Dr, 
Drake explains. 


By this theory, our milky 


way began some 25 billion 
years ago as a vast cloud of 
hydrogen gas. Many whorls 
of gas condensed^ into the 
first, and oldest, stars. 
. Such stars aren't thought to 
lave planets, because they 
:ontained no heavy element: 
like iron and uranium with 
which to make planets. 


But in time, many of these 


first stars blew up, after firs 
having cooked up and produc 
ed heavy elements, which

Why the Union 


"Why do we want to join a

into a hole." 


The area around Vineland 


is a peaceful section of the 
New Jersey countryside, dot- 
ted here and there with a 
farmhouse bearing a tattered 
sign thai reads: "Eggs for 
sale, cheap." 


There are some 1,400 poultry 


and egg farms in the.'area, 
some' old, some • relatively 
ne.w, some owned: by 'native 
Americans, others by Europe- 
an refugees who came her* to 
start a new. life. 


On March 29, more than 1,- 


000 farmers traveled to nearby 
Atlantic City to hear Hoffa 
speak. He offered-to accept 
them into a branch of 
the 


Teamsters union. When a^vote 
was taken, all but one of the 
farmers rose to signify that 
they ^wanted toijoih. 


The group then elected a 


committee to do the organizing 
and to work out- details with 
the teamsters.

cant factor, Hurst said. The 
Wisconsin pulp and paper in- 
dustry uses about 2 million 
cords of pulpwood a year and 
35 to -40 per cent is home 
grown. The rest comes from 
upper Michigan, Minnesota, 
western states and Canada. 


Competition with South 
Development 


within the state 


of forests 
also is im- 


portant to Wisconsin pulp and 
paper mills as well as lum- 
ber companies in order to 
meet competition from the 
south, where production costs 
are often less. Even the 'cli- 
mate is in the south's favor — 
a northern tree takes 40 to 80 
years to reach pulpwod size, 
but the southern timber is 
ready for the mill in 25 to 35 
years," Hurst said. 


In a study of the forestry 


developments in Wisconsin, 
Hurst found that 14 companies 
now own 1,053,087 acres, on 
which 64,191,500 trees have 
been planted.
